France Will Agree to Discussion of 
German Reparations If Her Debt 


to U. S. Is Considered

Will Insist, However. That Confer­ 
ence Of Experts Shall Not Touch 
On Ruhr 
Occupation

Washington, Nov. 5.— France will 
agree to permit tiie proposed con­ 
ference of experts to discuss a re­ 
vision of the total German rep ara­ 
tions figure only if, at the same time 
the commission can take 
up 
the 
question of a revision of tlu* French 
debt to the United States, it was 
learned from a reliable source here 
today. 
This will he France’s answer to ­ 
day to Secretary of State Hughes’ 
Objections to 
Premier 
Poincare’s 
insistence upon limiting the scope 
of the proposed conference to inves­ 
tigate Germany's capacity to pay 
reparations. 
Secretary Hughes in ins note to 
the British government, offering the 
aid of tin* United States settling a 
reparations question through an ex­ 
pert conference plainly 
stated his 
opposition to any discussion in the 
parley of the allied . war debts to 
Amercia. 
The French reply will be handed 
to Hughes 
today by Ambassador 
Jusserand, the French envoy here, 
who has just returned from Europe, 
in a conference to be held at the 
state department. 
F ra m e 's reply will make it 
de- 
finitelv clear that 
she 
absolutely 
will refuse to have the French oc­ 
cupation of the Ruhr questioned in 
any way in the discussions of the 
proposed conference of experts. 
Poincare has instructed Jusserand 
to set forth the F rench position to 
Hughes, “clearly, loyally and ami­ 
cably”. 
The French envoy has in ­ 
struction'» to direct liis conversations 
with Hughes towards '‘common ac­ 
tion” with the United States.
